Is Rejected 

A Federal judge here yes- 
terday, wedighlng freedom of 
tee press agateet tee right of 
privacy, refused to block syn- 
dicated columniata Drew 
Pearson and Jack Anderson 
from publdahiing exeerpte of 
documents belonging to the 
conservative political organ 
liberty Lolbby. 

liberty Lobby’s request for 
a temporary restraining order 
“sets up tee Court as a censor 
of materiatU to be published 
in newspapers,*' ruled Dis- 
trict Court Judge Leonard P. 
WalslL 

Attorney Betty Souteard 
Mutpiiy, representing tee two 
columnists, said earlier that 
her research indicated no court 
has ever Imposed “prior re- 
straint*' on a newspaper. “Tthe 
press is free from all censoir- 
ship of what ehail be pub- 
liabed,’* she said, quoting a‘ 
Louiaiaiui court case. 

Liberty Lobby sttorney Har- 
vey Bolton came into Court 
cialming that fcxrmetr Lobby 
secretary Jeremy Home eith- 
er copied or removed doc 
uments from tee Lobby office 
here and gave teem to Pear- 
0 cm and Anderson. 

The columnists have written 
teree articles quottog letters 
and oteer documents vdiioh 
teey claim demonatrate Liber- 
ty Lobby’s anti-Semitic views. 

Bolton contended that unau- 
teoilzed copying or removal 
of the documents was an “out- 
rageous invasion of privacy." 

The charge is similar to one 
by Sen. Thomas J. Dodd D- 
Conn.) who claims in a $2 mil- 
iUon libel suit here against the 
columnists that former Senate 
employes gave them confiden- 
tial documents. 

Though Judge Walsh denied 
tee ten day temporary re- 
atradmdng order yesterday, Bol- 
ton will seek a preliminary in- 
junction in the coming weeks 
after a full dress hearing on 
tee merits of the case.
